To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borouo-h  for  the  year  1953. 

On  the  whole  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  good  during 
the  year,  with  no  maternal  deaths,  a  low  infant  mortality,  no  large 
epidemics,  and  a  very  low  mortality  from  infectious  disease 
generally.  All  this  is  an  indication  of  the  improving  health  of  the 
community.  On  the  other  hand  the  death  rate  from  cancer  remains 
high,  and  although  the  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is 
falling  there  has  been  no  corresponding  reduction  in  the  number  of 
new  cases  coming  to  notice. 

The  birth  rate  increased  to  15.7  as  compared  with  14.1  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  total  births  registered  4.1  were  illegitimate 
as  cojnpared  with  3.6  in  1952. 

The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  10.7  as  compared  with 
12.5  in  1952.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  all  deaths  were  of  persons 
aged  60  and  over,  and  54  per  cent  were  of  persons  aged  70  and'  over. 
The  increasing  life  span  of  the  population  is  reflected  in  the  large 
proportion  of  deaths  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  cancer, 
and  respiratory  disease. 

There  were  9  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  18.7  as  compared  with  29.3  for  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County  and  26.8  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  for  the  fourth  successive 
year  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  prevalent,  but  otherwise 
the  incidence  of  notified  infectious  disease  was  very  low. 

Althouo'h  there  have  been  no  cases  of  dii)htheria  in  the 
Borough  for  the  past  six  years,  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  this 
is  still  a  deadly  disease  when  acquired,  and  that  its  continued  absence 
can  only  continue  if  parents  have  their  children  protected  by  immu¬ 
nisation,  preferably  before  their  first  birthday. 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox  is  still 
far  too  low.  The  occurrence  of  smallpox  in  neighbouring  districts 
of  the  County  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  did  however  cause 
a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  vaccinations  in  the  Borough. 
Unfortunately  this  impetus  to  vaccination  is  likely  to  be  short-lived 
now  that  the  immediate  threat  of  the  disease  has  been  removed. 
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Much  assistance  has  continued  to  be  g’iven  by  the  health 
visitors,  home  nurses  and  home  helps  to  the  many  old  people  in  the 
Borough.  An  important  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  ag^ed  is 
the  provision  of  small  dwellings  suitable  to  their  needs.  Many  old 
people  handicapped  by  inhrmity  or  chronic  disease,  are  at  present 
living-  in  old  houses  lacking  modern  amenities,  often  too  large  for 
them  to  manage  and  with  steep  and  badly  lighted  stairs  and  cellar 
stens.  Such  conditions  can  become  an  intolerable  burden  and  contri- 
byte  to  their  eventual  inability  to  live  an  independent  existence  in 
their  own  homes. 

As  the  Borough  of  Pudsey  is  included  in  Division  5  of  the 
West  Riding  Count}^  Councibs  Divisional  Administration  of  the 
Preventive  Medical  Services,  I  have  included  in  an  appendix  to  this 
Report,  as  in  previous  years,  information  and  statistics  relating  to 
these  services. 

In  conclusion  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  the  consideration  and  support  which  the}^  have 
extended  to  me.  I  would  also  thank  the  officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  kind  co-operation,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  loyal  and  valuable  assistance.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  at  Wakefield  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
clinical  specimens,  milk,  water,  etc.,  and  certain  bio-chemical  tests 
on  milk  and  ice-cream.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948-1951. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  as  amended 
the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  provides  that 
where  a  person  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  48  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified,  compared  with 
122  in  1952.  The  disease  was  very  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Borough. 
Particulars  of  diphtheria  immunisation  are  ^iven  in  the 
appendix  to  this  report. 

Paratyphoid. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  was  notified.  There  was  no  known 
association  with  other  cases  and  the  source  of  the  infection  was  not 
established. 

Measles. 

349  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  275  cases  in  1952. 
All  but  4  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

167  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  37  in  1952.  Of  these 
80  cases  were  notified  in  June  and  July. 

Particulars  of  whooping  cou^h  immunisation  are  given  in 
the  annendix  to  this  report. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

One  paralytic  case  was  notified  in  December. 

Tuberculosis. 

Twenty-eight  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came  to 
notice  during  the  year,  17  by  formal  notification  and  11  by  other 
sources.  Five  new  cases  of  non-nulmonary  tuberculosis  also  came 
to  notice,  2  by  formal  notification  and  3  by  other  sources. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  are  referred  to 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  Bradford.  This  clinic  serves  Pudsey  and  Bradford 
Boroughs.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA- 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  James 
L.  Hill,  Borough  Surveyor : — 

The  Sewage  is  dealt  with  in  four  portions  : — • 

(a)  Houghside  Sewage  Works  consists  of  automatic  and  hand 
raked  screen  with  disintegration  of  screenings,  a  Dorr 
Detritor,  rectangular  storm  and  precipitation  tanks, 
circular  percolating  filters  and  humus  tank,  and  twin- 
series  centrifugal  pumps  for  returning  humus  sludge  to 
the  works  inlet. 

Milk  of  lime  is  used  as  precipitant  and  sludge  is  dis¬ 
posed  of  on  drying  beds. 


(b)  Smalewell  Sewage  Works  consists  of  precipitation,  storm 
and  humus  tanks,  with  filtration  by  percolating  and  hand 
filters. 

Alumino  ferric  is  used  as  a  precipitant  and  sludge  is 
disposed  of  on  drying  beds. 

The  first  stage  of  the  extensions  has  been  carried  out, 
enabling  humus  sludge  to  be  returned  to  the  works  inlet  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  second  stage,  that  of  affording-  facilities 
for  the  scheme  of  recirculation  of  filter  effluent,  will  be 
completed  in  the  near  future. 

(c)  Sewage  from  Far*sley  and 

(d)  Calverley  is  treated  at  the  Rodley  works  of  the  Deeds 
Corporation.

Composition  of  Sewage. 

Mainly  domestic  in  origin  and  contains  approximately  27% 
trade  waste  at  Houghside  and  4%  at  Smalewell  Works. 

Strength  of  Sewage. 

The  dry  weather  sewage  at  both  Houghside  and  Smalewell 
Works  absorbs  m^re  than  12  parts  per  100,000  of  oxygen  from  acid 
KMn04  in  4  hours  at  80°  F.  and  is,  therefore,  classed  as  strong. 
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Character  of  Sewage. 

The  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  is  very  difficult  from  a 
treatment  point  of  view  in  so  far  as  it  is  highly  colloidal,  a  feature 
which  renders  essential  the  use  of  precipitant.  The  main  trade 
wastes  which  give  rise  to  this  undesirable  feature  are  discharges 
from  woollen  mills  and  tanneries.  Difficulty  is  experienced  from 
irregular  trade  waste  flushes. 

The  sewage  at  Smalewell  responds  readily  to  a  treatment  at 
normal  dosage  rates.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  James 
L.  Hill,  Boroug'h  Surveyor : — 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  the  City 
of  Bradford  Waterworks  Department. 

There  are  two  supplies  of  water  to  the  Borough  of  Pudsey 
from  Bradford,  one  to  Calverley  and  the  other  to  Pudsey  proper. 
The  water  going  to  Calverley  is  from  the  low  level  works — Barden 
Aqueduct — from  here  it  is  passed  to  the  Gilstead  slow  sand  filter, 
from  where  it  is  passed  to  the  Heaton  service  reservoir  and  a 
branch  is  taken  off  at  Shipley  to  supply  Calverley,  before  it  joins 
the  Heaton  service  reservoir;  that  is  to  say,  the  water  for 
Calverley  is  slow  sand  filtered  at  the  Gilstead  filter.  The  Pudsey 
supply  proper  is  taken  from  the  intermediate  level  waterworks 
which  are  the  Angram  and  Scarr  House  reservoirs,  which  are 
impounding  reservoirs  on  the  River  Nidd.  From  here  it  is  taken 
to  Chellow  Heights  where  it  is  passed  through  rapid  gravity  filters 
and  then  through  slow  sand  filters,  and  then  sent  to  Pudsey  proper. 
In  both  cases  the  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  filtration  works. 

The  public  water  supply  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  the  supply  of  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  is  constant.  11,500  houses  are  suoplied  direct  from  the 
town’s  mains  to  a  population  of  30,000.  There  is  one  property  not 
on  the  public  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1953. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  1953,  this  being  my  fourteenth  annual  report  on 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  duties  associated  with  a  sanitary 
department  the  Borough  Council  has  allocated  several  extraneous 
duties  to  it,  and  despite  staff  difficulties,  the  work  has  proceeded 
cpiietly,  efficiently  and  economically. 

It  is  worthy  of  special  mention  that  the  costs  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  both  in  general  sanitary  matters  and  in  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  bear  more  than  favourable  comparison  with  those  of  nearby 
local  authorities.  This  has  been  achieved  by  a  careful  study  of  the 
expenses  of  the  department  and  a  tight  rein  on  day-to-day  costs, 
and  has  resulted  in  the  department  being  able  to  keep  within  its 
annual  estimates,  despite  wage  increases  and  rising  costs. 

I  have  expressed  concern  in  previous  reports  that  some  of  the 
duties  assigned  to  the  department  are  not  being  done  as  thoroughly 
as  I  should  like,  entirely  due  to  shortage  of  ciualified  staff.  I  find  it 
more  and  more  necessary  to  devote  myself  to  the  administrative 
and  special  problems  of  the  department,  so  that  routine  work  and 
inspections  are  left  to  the  two  additional  inspectors  employed  by 
the  Council. 

The  type  of  public  health  work  performed  by  the  department, 
i.e.,  environmental  hygiene,  does  not  produce  spectacular  and  quick 
results,  and  therefore  must  be  appreciated  as  a  long  term  policy 
which  occupies  a  very  important  place  in  the  general  plan  of  preven¬ 
tive  public  health  administration. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  great  interest  in  the  department,  and 
for  the  kindness  they  have  shown  me  over  the  years.  My  thanks  are 
due  to  Dr.  Holderness  for  his  ever  ready  help  and  co-operation,  and 
to  my  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  duty. 

HOUSING 

Although  it  is  early  to  be  too  optimistic  regarding  the  future 
housing  position,  it  would  appear  that  a  change  for  the  better  is 
taking  place.  Due  to  the  magnificent  efforts  of  local  authorities 
throughout  the  country  since  the  end  of  the  war,  a  great  number 
of  new  houses  have  been  constructed  and  made  available  to  the  pub¬ 
lic.  Pudsey  is  no  exception,  in  fact,  exceptional  progress  has  been 
made  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Housing*  Committee  and  the  officers  concerned. 

Since  the  end  of  the  war  a  total  of  901  houses  have  been 
constructed  by  the  Pudsey  Corporation,  a  tremendous  effort  which 
has  naturally  and  considerably  eased  the  housing  position.  It  was 
thus  possible  for  the  Health  Committee  to  receive  an  increased 
allocation  of  houses  to  rehouse  families  displaced  by  demolition  of 
sub-standard  properties.  Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  were  made 
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during  the  year  in  respect  of  houses  in  Delph  Hill,  Canal  Road, 
Rodley,  Old  Road,  Parsley,  Richardshaw  Lane,  Valley  Road,  Roker 
Lane,  Baker’s  Hill,  Cockshott  Hill,  Crowthers  Yard  and  Fartown. 

The  problem  of  slum  clearance  is  still  a  serious  one,  of  course, 
and  can  only  be  dealt  with  effectually  by  the  demolition  of  all 
properties  in  a  circumscribed  area  by  the  application  of  clearance 
orders.  The  publication  of  a  Repairs  and  Rents  Bill  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  towards  the  end  of  the  year  gave  promise  that  it  would  be 
possible’  to  tackle  the  problem  of  slum  clearance  in  the  near  future. 
I  would  urge  the  Council  to  consider  purchasing  clearance  sites, 
where  suitable,  with  a  view  to  housing  development  on  such  sites. 
It  is  true  to  say  that  housing  sites  have  generally  been  developed  on 
the  outskirts  of  towns  in  the  past,  leaving  large  derelict  areas  in  the 
centre.  The  utilisation  of  clearance  sites  is,  therefore,  of  some 
importance  in  preserving  the  amenities  of  a  town.  Furthermore,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  revise  the  standard  of  new  houses  so  that 
houses  can  be  provided  at  a  rental  which  displaced  tenants  can 
reasonably  afford. 

Some  years  ago  an  initial  housing  survey  was  completed.  This 
should  prove  a  valuable  ^'uide  to  any  future  decisions  made  by  the 
Council  on  slum  clearance,  but  it  must  be  appreciated  that  initial 
house-to-house  inspections  on  a  large  scale  will  be  required  to  give 
precise  information  as  to  the  state  of  housing  in  the  Borough. 

There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  problem  is  common 
throughout  the  country,  particularly  in  industrial  areas,  and  will 
require  a  great  effort  by  all  concerned  if  any  tangible  improvement 
is  to  be  made  in  a  reasonable  space  of  time. 

I  have  referred  in  past  reports  to  the  decay  of  dwelling  houses 
due  to  the  inability  of  owners  to  pay  for  anything  but  the  most 
urgent  repairs.  This  position  is  tied  up  with  the  fact  that  rents  have 
been  static  since  1939.  and  building  repair  costs  have  continued  to 
rise.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that  when  the  Government  make  known 
their  proposals  under  the  aforementioned  Rents  and  Repairs  Bill 
it  will  be  possible  for  owners  to  recondition  their  properties,  either 
with  or  without  a  government  loan,  and  to  claim  an  increase  in  rent' 
on  the  cost  of  repairs.  It  will  then  be  possible  for  the  Corporation 
to  return  to  its  pre-war  policy  of  bringing  suitable  houses  up  to  a 
satisfactor}^  standard  of  habitation  by  the  service  of  notices  under 
Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

The  Council  have  maintained  their  policy,  in  my  opinion  a 
right  one,  of  refusing  to  grant  licences  for  the  occupation  of  cara¬ 
vans  as  units  of  permanent  accommodation  and  have  thus  prevented 
the  lowering  of  general  housing  standards  in  the  Borough. 

Once  again  I  can  report  the  utmost  co-operation  between  the 
Housing  and  Sanitary  Departments  and  particularly  between  Mr. 
Hudson  and  myself.  All  faniilies  allocated  to  new  houses  are  visited 
by  my  staff'  before  they  are  allowed  possession  of  the  new  house,  as 
is  the  vacant  accommodation.  This  arrangement  has  been  most 
successful  in  preventing  vermin  infestation  of  Corporation  houses, 
and  thus  keeping  disinfestation  costs  down  to  a  minimum.  On  the 
broad  question  of  housing,  therefore,  I  can  be  optimistic,  and  hope 
that  the  present  policy  of  “patching-up”  sub-standard  properties 
will  be  superseded  by  a  vigorous  attack  on  the  slums  and  the  thor¬ 
ough  repair  of  dwellings  which  potentially  have  a  reasonable  life. 
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GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK 

Work  done  in  the  cause  of  environmental  hygiene  cannot  be 
expressed  in  any  adequacy  by  statistics  and  figures.  So  far  as  my 
department  is  concerned  1  believe  that  the  routine  and  systematic 
inspections  of  the  district  and  the  early  attention  given  to  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  nuisances  keeps  this  valuable  work  of  the  Council  out  of 
the  public  eye.  It  is  only  when  something  affects  the  public,  i.e., 

not  removed  regularly  or  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  that 
attention  is  rivetted  on  the  X^ublic  Health  Service.  Although  handi¬ 
capped  by  staff  shortage  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Borough  has  been 
well  served  during  the  past  year. 

There  are  no  ashpits  in  use  in  the  Borough,  the  last  having 
been  abolished  some  years  ago,  and  the  policy  of  converting  tippler 
closets  and  privy  middens  to  water  closets  has  continued. 

The  puuiic  water  supply  to  the  Borough  was  examined  at 
frequent  intervals  and  24  samples  were  obtained  for  bacteriological 
examination.  I  arranged  for  the  regular  chlorination  and  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  water  in  the  paddling*  pool  in  the  Childrens  Playground 
during  the  summer  season,  samples  of  water  from  the  public  swirn- 
ming  baths  were  obtained  at  irregular  intervals,  the  results  of  their 
examination  showed  the  careful  management  exercised  by^  that 
department. 

The  department  supplied  268  dustbins  to  the  public  for  use  in 
the  Borough.  This  service  proved  very  popular  and  enabled  the  Cor¬ 
poration  to  ensure  the  provision  of  British  Standard  Specification 
dustbins  in  all  parts  of  the  district. 

I  believe  that  the  time  is  near  when  the  Corporation  will  have 
to  consider  schemes  for  the  municipal  provision  of  bins.  The  legal 
position  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  regarding 
the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  bins  is  still  obscure,  although 
the  local  practice  has  been  to  place  the  onus  on  the  owner  of  the 
property  concerned. 

Sixty-seven  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  investigated,  and 
terminal  disinfection  carried  out  in  all  cases. 

A  large  variety  of  complaints  were  investigated,  varying  from 
bad  housing  conditions  to  statutory  nuisances,  and  in  all  499  visits 
were  made  to  premises  in  this  connection.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
most  of  the  remedial  measures  were  carried  out  as  a  result  of  infor¬ 
mal  action.  300  informal  notices  were  served  and  32  statutory 
notices. 

23  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  verminous  premises, 
a  very  low  figure  indeed.  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  gratifying  result 
has  been  achieved  by  quick  attention  by  the  department  to  minor 
infestations  and  by  public  education. 

During  the  year  259  visits  were  made  to  premises  to  deal  with 
rodent  infestations.  Furthermore,  118  visits  were  made  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  treatment  of  sewers  against  rat  infestation. 

A  survey  of  ijip'geries  in  the  Borough  was  commenced  during 
the  year  and  214  visits  were  made  to  such  premises.  I  am  not  satis¬ 
fied  with  many  of  the  premises  where  pigs  are  kept,  but  little  can  be 
done  to  effect  lasting  improvements  until  additional  legal  powers 
are  available. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  general  public  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of 
the  importance  of  a  clean  food  supply,  so  that  the  efforts  of  the 
department  in  this  direction  are  receiving  good  support.  Much  time 
was  devoted  to  this  matter,  and  in  all  some  935  visits  were  made  to 
premises  where  food  was  sold,  stored  or  handled. 

I  firmly  believe  that  the  emphasis  on  all  schemes  to  secure 
improved  food  hygiene  should  be  placed  primarily  on  the  individual. 
Managements  may  provide  ideal  hygienic  conditions  in  their  premi¬ 
ses,  but  the  final  responsibility  for  the  clean  product  being  handed 
on  to  the  public  depends  on  the  shop  assistant,  the  bakehouse  and 
canteen  worker  and  similar  staffs  engaged  in  the  food  trades. 

In  Pudsey  the  general  standard  of  premises  is  good,  but  I 
think  the  local  education  authority  might  usefully  run  evening  or 
part-time  courses  in  food  hygiene  and  ancillary  matters  for  employ¬ 
ees  and  employers  alike. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  one  large  firm  in  the  Borough 
rated  its  responsibilities  high  enough  to  ask  for  talks  on  food 
hygiene  to  be  given  to  their  staff.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  myself  performed  this  service  and  the  talks  were  followed  by 
the  display  of  film  strips. 

Dairies,  milk  stores,  premises  manufacturing  or  storing  ice 
cream  received  careful  attention  from  the  staff. 

It  was  hoped  to  proceed  with  the  registration  of  food  hawkers 
and  their  premises,  under  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act,  during  the  year,  but  difficulties  of  interpretation  and 
administration  caused  a  deferment  of  this  action.  It  does  seem 
essential  that  in  order  to  secure  uniformity  of  action  throughout 
the  county  administrative  area,  a  conference  of  affected  local  autho¬ 
rities  should  be  called  as  early  as  possible. 

50  visits  were  made  to  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  general  conditions  appertaining  at  such  premises  and 
the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  is  extremely  satisfactory. 

During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  great  change  in 
the  methods  of  milk  distribution.  The  sale  of  bottled  milk  has  be¬ 
come  increasingly  popular  and  the  use  of  the  hand  can  has  almost 
disappeared. 

Furthermore,  it  would  appear  that  the  days  of  the  small  retail¬ 
er  producer,  other  than  the  producer  of  graded  milk,  are  almost 
finished,  the  general  practice  today  being  to  purchase  bulk  supplies 
of  heat  treated  milk  from  the  larger  dairy  companies.  Coupled  with 
this,  however,  is  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of  graded  milk,  and 
most  of  the  progressive  retailer  producers  in  the  Borough  are  now 
])roducing  Tuberculin  Tested  milk.  Details  of  licences  issued  in  this 
respect,  and  samples  tested,  may  be  found  in  a  later  portion  of  this 
report. 

During  the  year  54  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  for  chemi¬ 
cal  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1933.  In  addition  179 
milk  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
10  samnles  for  biological  examination. 
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During  inspections  of  the  general  food  supplies  of  the  Bor¬ 
ough  it  was  necessary  to  certify  a  total  of  5,7561  pounds  of  food  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Many  factory  managements  have  now  installed  canteens  in 
their  premises  as  a  result  of  suggestions  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories.  The  layout  and  the  provision  of  equipment  appears  to  be 
a  matter  which  has  been  decided  between  the  managements  and 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  and  local  authorities  appear  to  have 
limited  powers  in  inspections  of  such  premises.  I  am  oFopinion  that 
the  local  authority  might  be  consulted  prior  to  the  establishment  of 
pnteens  and  that  clear  authority  should  be  given  to  enable  the 
inspectors  of  local  authorities  to  carry  out  regular  inspections  of 
factory  canteens. 

ATOMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

It  was  gratifying  to  note  the  increasing  public  interest  in  this 
tremendous  problem,  although  apathy  to  the  danger  of  atmospheric 
pollution  is  still  rife.  The  Borough  Council  is  represented  on  the 
Yorkshire  Division  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  and 
the  West  Riding  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  by  Coun¬ 
cillor  F.  Robbins  and  myself. 

The  general  situation  in  industrial  areas  like  this  has  changed 
little  during  recent  years,  the  pollution  being  caused  by  the  emis¬ 
sion  of  smoke  and  noxious  fumes  from  factories  and  also  from  the 
burning  of  raw  coal  in  domestic  premises.  Pollution  of  the  atmos¬ 
phere  from  the  burning  of  raw  coal  domestically  is  not  always  rec¬ 
ognised,  but  it  is  a  fact  that  the  burning  of  raw  coal  at  low  tempera¬ 
tures  is  bound  to  cause  the  discharge  of  smoke  and  other  noxious 
vapours  into  the  atmosphere.  The  increased  use  of  all-night  burning 
grates  has  resulted  in  the  emission  of  smoke  in  greater  quantitie?, 
particularly  at  night-time,  due  to  the  damping-down  of  such  grates 
and  the  consecjuent  burning  of  coal  at  a  low  temperature.  There  is, 
of  course,  no  general  statutory  power  to  deal  with  smoke  nuisances 
from  dornestic  appliances^  except  where  the  smokeless  zones  have 
been  instituted. 

Several  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  for  exces¬ 
sive  emission  of  smoke  from  factory  chimneys,  and  26  smoke  obser¬ 
vations  were  taken.  Verbal  notices  were  issued  on  the  managements 
and  some  work  of  an  advisory  nature  was  carried  out  by  the  staff. 


FACTORIES 

The  total  number  of  factories  in  the  Borough  is  218,  of  which 
184  are  provided  with  mechanical  power.  The  responsibilities  of  the 
Corporation  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  include  the  inspection 
of  all  factories  without  mechanical  power  for  cleanliness,  drainage 
ventilation,  lighting,  etc.,  and  inspection  of  all  factories  in  regard  to 
sanitary  accommodation. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  general  standard  in  the  district  is  good, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  note  improved  facilities  for  workpeople  b_ir  the 
provision  of  canteens,  modern  washing  accommodation,  etc.  by 
managements. 
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The  department  is  also  responsible  for  administration  of  Sec¬ 
tion  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  which  requires  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  a  factory,  with  certain  exceptions,  to  have  a  certifi¬ 
cate  from  the  local  authority  certifying'  that  the  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  are  ^satisfactory  and  adequate. 

I  would  reiterate  previous  statements  made  regarding  the 
responsibility  of  factory  occupiers  under  Section  110  of  the  Facto¬ 
ries  Act  to  forward  bi-annually  a  list  of  out-workers  employed  by 
a  particular  firm.  It  is,  of  course,  important  that  the  department 
should  be  informed  of  alb  outworkers  so  that  the  suitability  of 
premises  where  work  is  caried  out  can  be  properly  checked. 

RODENT  INFESTATION 

The  duties  charged  to  local  authorities  under  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1950,  Were  faithfully  carried  out  by  the 
department.  I  can  again  report  that  the  general  position  regarding 
the  infestation  of  premises  by  rats  and  mice  has  been  very  satisfac¬ 
tory.  The  Corporation  carried  out  a  free  service  in  this  respect  of 
domestic  premises  and  will  treat  and  disinfest  business  and  indust¬ 
rial  premises  for  a  nominal  charge.  This  has  been  much  appreciated 
by  the  general  public  and  has  meant  that  the  officers  of  the^  depart¬ 
ment  have  been  able  to  tackle  minor  infestations  in  their  early 
stages  and  so  prevent  the  development  of  major  or  reservoir  infes¬ 
tations.  The  public  has  been  most  co-operative  in  notifying  the 
department  of  such  infestations.  Corporation  property  prone  to 
infestation,  i.e.,  tipping  sites  and  sewage  works  were  treated  regu¬ 
larly  and  systematically.  A  total  of  314  visits  were  made  in  this 
connection. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
(Rodent  Division)  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  with 
negligible  results.  A  total  of  131  visits  was  made  for  this  purpose, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Regular  maintenance  and  cleansing  of  the  public  convenien¬ 
ces  vested  in  the  Health  Committee  was  carried  out.  During  the 
year  all  conveniences  were  repaired  and  painted. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  absence  of  modern  conveniences 
particularly  for  females,  is  a  problem  which  the  Corporation  must 
solve  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  A  start  was  made  on  the  new 
public  convenience  sited  at  Stanningley. 

Pilfering  of  piping,  chains,  etc.,  was  again  a  feature  of  public 
mis-use  of  their  own  property,  and  it  is  regrettable  that  facilities 
of  this  kind  are  so  much  abused. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  report  that  des¬ 
pite  the  exercising  of  rigid  economy  in  the  operation  of  this  essen¬ 
tial  service,  it  was  possible  to  provide  an  adequate  system  of  collec¬ 
tion  and  disposal.  The  normal  rate  of  collection  varied  between  bj 
and  working  days.  I  would  like  to  see  this  period  down  to  a 
weekly  collection,  and  I  hope  that  future  plans  may  make  this 
possible. 
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The  cost  of  the  service  bears  a  more  than  favourable  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  cost  of  other  local  authorities  in  the  West  Riding.  This 
works  out  at  approximately  18/7d.  per  premises,  involving  some  46 
visits. 

Difficulties  were  experienced  in  recruiting  suitable  labour, 
despite  inducements  offered  of  a  regular  job,  the  provision  of  pro¬ 
tective  clothing  and  good  working  conditions. 

During  the  year  a  new  vehicle,  a  Karrier  Bantam  7  cu.  yards 
side  loader,  was  purchased  mainly  for  the  emptying  of  privy  middens 
and  pail  closets.  Due  to  the  progressive  policy  of  the  Committee, 
and  the  acquisition  thereby  of  a  modern  fleet  of  vehicles,  it  has  been 
possible  to  greatly  reduce  repair  bills.  All  vehicles  are  mechanically 
greased  at  the  Depot  at  least  once  every  fortnight,  and  a  dail}^  main¬ 
tenance  check  is  made  to  each  vehicle. 

Controlled  tipping  is  operated  on  the  Uppermoor  Quarry  site 
and  the  Longmile  Ouarrv  site.  By  decentralising  tipping  in  this 
matter,  it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  the  length  of  haul  from  the 
collecting  points  and  thus  cut  the  cost  of  petrol  and  transport. 

The  weekly  service  given  to  oremises  where  pail  closets  and 
privy  middens  were  in  use  proved  adequate,  and  by  virtue  of  special 
equipment  the  nuisance  from  such  operation  was  reduced  to  a  mini¬ 
mum. 

Although  a  great  deal  of  waste  paper  and  other  materials 
which  had  some  value  as  salvage  was  obtained  from  trade  premises 
in  the  Borough,  the  department  continued  to  remove  all  trade  refuse 
from  such  premises  as  a  free  service.  It  mieht  prove,  necessary  in 
the  near  future  for  the  Council  to  consider  the  making  of  aoDronri- 
ate  charges  for  this  service. 

I  have  been  concerned  about  the  more  frequent  use  of  all- 
night  burning  grates,  which  have  been  installed  in  large  quantities 
in  domestic  premises  in  the  Borough.  This  has  caused  hot  ashes  to 
be  deposited  in  dustbins,  which  has  resulted,  in  some  cases,  in  set¬ 
ting  up  a  fire  either  in  the  loading  vehicle  or  in  the  tip.  I  do  stress 
the  necessity  for  the  householder  to  ensure  that  all  refuse  deposited 
in  dustbins  is  free  from  heat. 

I  would  also  remark  on  the  increasing  tendency  of  the  public 
to  use  the  dustbin  for  garden  refuse  and  other  non-domestic  refuse. 

As  previously  stated,  controlled  tipping  was  carried  out  on 
two  sites  in  the  Borough.  Some  difficulty  was.experienced  during  the 
summer  months,  due  to  the  lack  of  ash  content  in  refuse,  and  the 
consequent  lack  of  covering  matter.  An  arrangement  was  made  with 
Leeds  Corporation  for  the  weekly  supply  of  ten  tons  of  screen  dust. 
This  proved  a  great  boon,, and  together  with  the  collection  of  boiler 
ashes  from  local  manufactories,  this  problem  was  met. 

A  bulldozer  was  hired  for  a  short  period  for  work  on  the 
^Todhall  Hills  site,  and  it  proved  to  be  that  mechanical  equipment 
in  similar  form  could  be  of  great  benefit  in  controlling  refuse  dis¬ 
posal. 

SALVAGE 

There  was  a  steady  demand  during  the  year  for  some  forms 
of  salvage,  particularly  waste  paper  and  rags,  although  prices  sus- 
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tained  a  drop.  Due  to  a  binding  contract  with  a  firm  of  waste  paper 
merchants,  the  price  of  waste  paper  at  £6.  10s,  Od.  per  ton  was  main¬ 
tained.  The  total  value  of  salvage  collected,  including  kitchen  waste, 
amounted  to  £2,930,  as  detailed  later  in  the  report. 

The  waste  paper  bonus  scheme  for  the  workmen  remained 
in  operation  and  proved  a  stimulus  in  waste  paper  collection. 

Every  attempt  was  made  to  carry  out  salvage  collection  in 
conjunction  with  refuse  collection,  and  trailers  were  provided  to 
each  vehicle  for  this  purpose.  There  was  little  or  no  demand  for 
materials  sueh  as  bottles,  jars,  cullett  and  rubber. 

Salvage  operations  proved  well  worthwhile,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  know  that  income  obtained  from  salvage  was  equivalent  to  a  4d. 
rate. 

KITCHEN  WASTE 

The  Government  direction  to  collect  Kitchen  Waste  for  pro¬ 
cessing  at  the  Leeds  concentrator  plant  remained  in  operation 
throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  190  communal  bins  were  placed  in 
the  streets  for  this  purpose,  and  collection  of  weekly  or  twice  weekly 
periods  was  in  operation.  Kitchen  waste  was  also  collected  from  the 
school  canteens  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  summer  months  the  department  received  the  usual 
complaints  as  to  the  nuisances  caused  by  these  bins  placed  in  the 
streets.  Every  effort  was  made  to  keep  them  in  a  hygienic  condition, 
but  as  most  of  the  bins  had  remained  in  the  streets  since  1941  when 
the  scheme  commenced,  and  furthermore,  as  the  department  had  no 
satisfactory  facilities  for  cleansing  and  sterilising,  there  was  some 
justification  for  complaint.  If  this  scheme  is  to  proceed,  then  the 
whole  of  the  bins  will  have  to  be  renewed  and  proper  facilities  will 
have  to  be  provided  for  cleansing  and  sterilisation. 

The  department  collected  a  total  of  121  tons  valued  at  £511. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS 

The  department  co-operated  with  the  West  Riding  police  in 
the  administration  of  the  various  orders  made  under  these  Acts, 
being  mainly  responsible  for  disinfection  and  prevention  of  spread 
of  disease. 

Investigations  were  made  into  a  suspected  outbreak  of  Foot 
and  Mouth  Disease  at  Gain  Lane  Farm,  Thornbury,  and  an  outbreak 
of  Fowl  Pest  at  premises  in  Tyersal  Road.  Several  outbreaks  of 
Swine  Fever  received  appropriate  attention  from  the  department 
and  in  all  some  47  visits  were  made. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS 

During  the  year  58  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit  or  mixtures  thereof,  and  one  licence  for  the  storage 
of  Carbide  of  Calcium.  139  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  this  con¬ 
nection,  and  particular  attention  was  given  to  the  installation  of  new 
tanks  and  pumps.  All  premises  were  checked  as  to  the  adequacy  of 
fire  fighting  equipment  which  was  available. 
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OTHER  DUTIES 

The  department  was  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
the  Shops  Acts  and  the  many  orders  and  regulations  made  in  this 
connection.  Due  to  staif  shortage  it  was  impossible  to  carry  out  the 
work  as  thoroughly  as  one  would  have  wished,  particularly  in  regard 
to  closing'  hours  and  weekly  half-holiday  orders. 

^  I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  administra¬ 
tive  difficulties  which  occur  due  to  the  different  weekly  half-holidays 
being  in  force  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  It  would  appear  that 
the  time  has  come  when  some  uniformity  should  be  made  through¬ 
out  the  district. 

Other  duties  which  the  department  carried  out  include  the 
administration  of  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1933,  and  the  Rag,  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials 
Act,  1951. 

The  sanitary  inspectors  in  the  department  were  authorised 
sampling  officers  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  as  can  be  seen 
from  the  statistics,  54  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  for  chemical 
analysis. 

I  acted  as  local  training  officer  for  Civil  Defence  and  together 
with  Mr.  J.  V.  Webster,  as  civil  defence  instructors.  I  requalified  as 
a  general  instructor  at  the  Home  Office  Training  School,  Teymouth 
Castle,  Scotland,  in  December,  and  Mr.  Webster  requalified  as  a 
local  instructor  at  a  course  at  Otley  during  the  summer  months. 

CONCLUSION 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  I  have  to  report  staff 
‘changes.  The  department  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  October  by  the 
'sudden  death  of  Miss  May  Thompson,  Clerk/Typist.  She  was  a  lady 
of  exceptional  ability  who  carried  out  her  work  in  the  department 
in  a  most  conscientious  manner.  She  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  L.  Dean, 
who  took  up  his  duties  in  December.  Mr  .  H.  Nussey,  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  had  been  with  the  department  since  1945, 
resigned  after  splendid  service  with  the  department  and  was  duly 
succeeded  by  Mr.  P,  A.  Robertshaw,  who  was  promoted  on  his 
return  from  H.M.  Forces. 

With  the  likelihood  of  increased  activity  in  housing  repairs 
and  slum  clearance,  and  the  possibility  of  increased  work  m  connec¬ 
tion  with  meat  and  food  inspection,  I  cannot  over  emphasise  my 
view  that  the  inspectorial  staff  is  insufficient  to  cope  with  the  mass 
of  work  placed  on  the  department,  and  that  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  sanitary  inspector  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
P>o  rough. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  allowing  me  to  attend  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  Association,  which  was  held  at  Morecambe  in 
vSeptember.  The  interchange  of  ideas  amongst  delegates  and  the 
views  on  topical  subjects  put  forward  by  experts  is  stimulating  and 
brings  a  new  outlook  to  bear  on  many  of  the  problems  met  with 
in  day-to-day  work.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  SERVICE 

The  staff  of  the  section  has  varied  in  numbers  but  normally 
it  is  made  up  of  1  _<^eneral  foreman,  1  assistant  foreman,  4  charge- 
hands,  6  drivers,  12  dustmen  and  salvage  workers,  and  2  tip  men. 

The  fleet  of  vehicles  comprises  3  CK3  Collectors  (10  cu.  yds. 
capacity),  3  Karrier  Bantam  Collectors  (7  cu.  yds.  capacity),  and 
one  Commer  Express  Delivery  Van. 

During  the  year  465,156  dustbins,  716  privies,  and  4223  pail- 
closets  were  emptied  at  a  total  cost  of  approximately  £10,783. 

The  department  was  responsible  for  collecting  refuse  from 
10,830  dwelling  houses  and  780  other  premises,  making  a  grand 
total  of  11,610  premises. 

In  connection  therewith  refuse  is  removed  from  11,270  dust- 
1)ins  and  119  privy  middens,  cesspools  and  pailclosets. 

SALVAGE  SCHEME. 

The  total  amount  of  salvage  collected  in  the  year 
1953  realised  the  sum  of  £2,930. 

Since  salvage  work  commenced  in  the  Borough  in  July  1940 
the  total  amount  collected  is  5,761  tons,  valued  at  £28,359. 

Raw  kitchen  waste  was  collected  from  190  communal  street 
bins  and  delivered  to  Leeds  for  concentration.  Concentrated  waste 
was  brought  back  for  sale  to  local  farmers  and  pig  keepers.

You  will  note  that  20  houses  were  visited  by  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  connection  with  vermin  infestation,  and  that  73 
disinfestations  were  carried  out. 

During  the  year  296  nuisances  were  dealt  with,  as  compared 
to  351  in  1952.  The  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  department 
was  480.  Visits  made  by  the  inspectorial  staff  cover  a  wide  field,  as 
shown  in  the  statistics.  Amongst  the  visits  were : —

It  is  evident  from  the  above  figures  that  the  present  trend 
towards  confinement  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  in  prefer¬ 
ence  to  confinement  at  home  continues,  only  20  per  cent,  of  con¬ 
finements  taking  place  at  home.  One  of  the  main  factors  res¬ 
ponsible  for  this  situation  is  the  ready  availability  of  beds  in 
maternity  units  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  this 
area. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

The  number  of  midwives  in  the  Division  was  reduced  during 
the  year  from  nine  to  seven  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Roberts  in 
Pudsey  and  the  transfer  of  Miss  Hardy  from  Aireborough  to 
Otley.  In  view  of  the  reduction  in  the  amount  of  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wifery  no  new  appointments  were  made  to  replace  these  midwives, 
but  their  areas  were  allocated  to  the  remaining  midwives. 

One  of  the  midwives  undertakes  relief  duties  in  the  Division.

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In  _addition  to  domiciliary  condnements,  the  midwives  also 
attended  570  cases  confined  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  who 
were  discharged  home  before  the  end  of  the  lying-in  period.

3.  Institutional  Confinements. 

All  applications  for  Regional  Plospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division  are 
made  by  the  ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  to  the 
llkley  and  Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and 'accom¬ 
modation  is  booked  in  one  or  other  of  the  following  maternity 
homes  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  patient : — 

Four  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth  ...  20  beds 

The  General  Hospital,  Otley . 20  beds 

St.  Winifred’s  Maternity  Home,  llkley  .  12  beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient’s  own 
doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

A  Health  Visitor  on  the  divisional  establishment  visited  the 
hour  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth,  weekly  for  the  purposes 
of  liaison,  but  these  arrangements  were  suspended  in  November 
owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  health  visitor  concerned. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from  the 
Maternity  PMits  under  the  control  of  the  llkley  and  Otley 
Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow-up  by  the  midwife 
or  the  health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  ante¬ 
natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  of  local 
authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practitioners 
are  providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients  under  the 
Maternity  Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  and 
more  women  are  seeking  a  bed  in  hospital.  These  factors  had  led 
to  a  marked  reduction  in  attendances  at  some  of  the  clinics.

5.  Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics. 

These  clinics,  by  teaching  the  mother  the  functions  of  labour 
pains  and  the  course  of  labour,  by  teaching  her  relaxation  and  pre¬ 
paring*  her  for  labour  by  a  course  of  ante-natal  exercises,  can  do 
much  to  help  her  to  approach  her  confinement  with  understanding 
and  confidence. 

These  facilities  were  only  available  in  the  Borough  of 
Pudsey  during  the  year,  but  it  is  intended  to  extend  them  to  the 
rest  of  the  Division  when  possible.

(f)  The  child  whose  mother  is  engaged  in  the  armaments 

industry. 

(g)  Other  reasons. 

The  nurseries  are  recognised  by  the  Ministries  of  Health  and 
Education  as  training  centres  for  students  for  the  certificate  of  the 
National  Nursery  Examination  Board.  ]

examined  monthly,  and  diphtheria  immunisation  is  also  carried  out 
when  necessary.

3.  Premature  Infant'3. 

Special  equipment,  for  iise  in  the  nursing  of  premature 
babies  at  home,  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from 
which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  at 
the  request  of  a  doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  Gibson  and 
Nurse  Roberts  have  attended  a  special  course  of  instruction 
in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at  the  Sorrento  Maternity 
Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
them  to  be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  they  can 
advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the 
birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  S^lbs.  or  less  the 
infant  is  considered  to  be  premature. 
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I'here  were  61  premature  babies  born  alive  during-  the  year, 
of  which  53  survived  over  28  days  giving  a  survival  rate^of  86.9  for 
the  Division  as  compared  with  83.7  for  the  Administrative  County. 
The  average  rate  for  the  years  1950-52  |was  84.5  for  the  Division 
and  82.9  foi*  the  Administrative  County.  ^  i

4.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child. 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
children  who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to  give 
any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists 
between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the  various 
statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in  dealing 
with  the  many  social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently 
present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within 
prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  for 
Unmarried  Mothers.  Three  mothers  and  their  babies  who  were 
residents  in  the  Division  were  admitted  to  such  Homes  during  the 
year  under  these  arrangements.

HEALTH  VISITING 

Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned  mainly  with 
the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and 
although  this  still  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work, 
she  is  now  alsO'  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family  adviser, 
with  the  promition  of  health  within  the  whole  family.  This  exten¬ 
sion  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  other  visits  made  by 
the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division 
for  health  visitor  students  who  were  taking^  the  course  of  training, 
arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  University  of  Leeds, 
for  the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate. 

Details  of  the  Health  Visitors’  work  are  given  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  table : — 
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HOME  NURSING 

The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  very  heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  by  enabling- 
more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home  and  by  making  possible  the 
early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need 
by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation.  Fortunately 
we  have  had  throughout  the  year  our  full  establishment  of  home 
nurses,  including  a  relief  nurse. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  in  the  Division 
shows  an  increase  of  282  on  the  previous  year,  and  43  per  cent  of 
the  cases  were  aged  65  or  over. 

Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  home  nurses  by  general 
practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections,  and  8815  visits  were  made 
by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general 
practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan 
to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equip¬ 
ment  such  as  wheel  chairs,  etc.  are  stored  at  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Miss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council’s  Mental  Health  Social 
Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection  with  the  supervision 
and  training  of  mentally  defective  persons  in  the  Division,  who  are 
under  statutory  supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence  from 
Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned  with  the  aftercare  of  persons 
discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  although  little  w’ork  has  been 
done  in  this  direction,  as  very  few  requests  for  after-care  have  so 
far  been  received. 

Mrs.  Rooks  replaced  Miss  M.  Moxon  as  Home  Teacher  in 
April  and  undertakes  the  training  of  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds  Mental 
Health  Service  for  children  who  have  been  reported  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  as  ineducable  and  who  are  living  at  home,  to 
attend  Occupation  Centres  in  Leeds.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
attend  the  West  Leeds  Centre,  Armley  Grange,  Stanningley  Road, 
Leeds.  Free  transport  is  provided  to  and  from  the  Centres. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  initial 
proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  of  unsound  mind 
under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  is  Mr.  J  Rollisson, 
Divisional  Welfare  Office,  Bradford.

CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


Tuberculosis. 

The  visiting  of  tuberculous  patients  in  the  Division  was 
carried  out  by  two  ad  hoc  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors,  who  also 
had  similar  duties  in  neighbouring  Divisions,  These  health  visitors 
also  attended  the  Chest  Clinics  which  serve  the  Division  and  thereby 
provided  a  valuable  link  between  the  clinics  and  the  care  and  after¬ 
care  servics  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Owing  to  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  V.  Hartley,  the  visiting  in 
Aireborough  and  Horsforth  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  was 
delegated  as  a  temporary  measure  to  the  general  health  visitors  in 
these  areas,  pending  the  appointment  of  a  full-timeTub^rculosis 
Health  Visitor  to  cover  the  whole  of,  and  work  entirely  within  the 
Division. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians 
and  the  Health  Department  in  relation  to  the  care  of  tuberculous 
cases,  including  such  aspects  as  re-housing,  provision  of  extra 
nourishment,  provision  of  bedding,  provision  of  domiciliary  open- 
air  shelters.  X-ray  of  home  helps  working  in  tuberculous  house¬ 
holds,  the  follow-up  of  contacts,  B.C.G.  vaccination,  and  the  supply 
of  information  for  correction  of  the  tuberculosis  registers. 

Fifty-five  patients  were  receiving  free  extra  nourishment 
(two  pints  of  milk  daily)  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Recuperative  Homes. 

General  convalescence  is  provided  by  the  West  Riding* 
County  Council  in  Convalescent'  Homes  throughout  the  country  in 
approved  cases  on  the  recommendation  of  the  patient’s  doctor. 
Such  convalescence  is  intended  to  provide  a  rest  and  change  of 
environment  for  those  who  require  it  and  is  distinct  from 
convalescence  provided  as  a  continuation  of  hospital  treatment 
which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.
